single sentence that emacked of declsma-

tion, not the faintess approach Lo oratory,
yet tne speech in its manterly array of |
facts and resisiless chain cf argument |
was convinciog and unanswerable. Tak-
ing the testimony of the msnnuctnrers[
tnemselves, as revealed in the census of

1880, he showed that of the aversge 46

per cent. ot duaty on Imports, wh.ch in-

creased the price of domestic goods to
that fizare, the American laborér got only

10 per cent. while his employer pockels

36 per cent. The cost of every article

t4at entered Into the subsisience of the

working classes was r1mn up 46 per
cent,, but the lods of tae looms,
toe foundries and furnaces,

resped & profit of 86 per cent., wh le the
Iaborer’s miserable share was only 10 per
cant. Yet the demand for s continuation
of this iniguitous system that robbed the
masses to enrich & few capitalists was
masde 1o the pame of the American work-
mmgmen to protect them against crm-
petition with the pauper labor of Earope.
Tuere was never a clearer case of stealing
the livery of heaven to serve the d vl in.
An naverage tarlf dQuty of 20 per
cent. would not only pay back the Ameri-
can maunulscturer the diffsrence between
Egropesn and home wages, bat would
scually compensate him for every dollsr
he expended in wages. Baut the vicious-
pess of the system dld not end here, By
the nlgh tarift foreign goods were not
only kept cut but Americsn predocts
were walled In. Though with an aggre-

gation of capital equalled  only
by Eagland, with the fluest maeblnery,
with the most effective labor In

tbhe world, American manufacturers were
unable to compete In foreign markets
with the products of free trads couatries.
Toe logical ¢ff«ct was seen in the Infa-
mous brood of *“trusts’ and ‘‘comblines
to limit or stop production, whereby
Iabor was thrown oat of employment, in
order that prices might be wmaintained.
All this while thonsands of workers were
pouring into this country from the shores
of the old world to engage fn
the flerce stroggle for existence.
Here was free trade in Ishor without
end, while all the products that the Ia-
borer needed for his fumily’s support
were, by the operation of this war tariff,
advanced to such & cost that it took sl

his scanty earnings for & mere
subsistence, Unlimited competition

It bas bi:come the unwritten law
hy Congressionsl action for so long a
period ss to be as firmly one of your in-
stitutlons s any demand In your grand
casrter, New Mexico hss  thrice
the °  population demanded by
that sction; ehe has the resour-es and
capacity for state government. [t was
the sgreement in the treafy by which her
people became a porticn of the Unit:d
States, and she now stands in your Con-
gressjonal halls and demands, not only as
gnod to herself and good to the nastion,
but ag a right inalienable that she be ad-
mitted to the honor and dignity and power
of = state.

It ja strarge, Mr. Chairm+p, in cur day,
whon stesm and electricity have carnceled
digtance, when four daya' travel intro-
duces us to every mi'e of oumr continent, |
and haif hour telegrams whisper from |
ocean 1o Ocean, when our boresus give us |
the climatic diaznosis of every area and
monthly statements of every crop, when
New Mrexico is a8 nesr to yon prsctically
as iz Naw York—I esy it i3 straoge in cur
day to find such want of mformation as is
printed in a Congressional paver cn this
very queation of admitiing Neow Mexico
a8 a siate. 1 gquote:

There is ciaimed for 1t (New Mexico)
an excellence of soll and climate which,
however, is substantially, or in great de-
gree, refated by cffizial and other reports
on that region.

Probsbly
thera {3 po other couniry in the world,
claiming to be civiliz«d, where vice is
more prevalent among sl classes of the
inhabitants. Taelr ancestors were gov-
erned in this matter by the siandard of
morali‘y that prevalled in _Soothern Ea-
rope aod along the sbores of the Mediter
raneun, where morals were pever deemed
an cssential to respectability and good
standing in society, and laches in this re-

sprct bad ©no wisible (ffect upon
their socisl  position. The people
of Naw Mexico fhave {n-

narited all the vices of their ancestors,
which they have continued to practice to
this day. Toey have never received any
moral treining in the American serse of
the werd, and have been allowed to grow
up from infancy to manhood withont be-
itg tsught that It I8 wrong to indulge in
viclous habits. The standard ot femsle
chastity is depiorsbly low and the virto-
ous are far outnumbered by the vielous
Prostitution is carried to a tearful extent,
and it {s quite common for parents to sell
their own daughters for money to gratify
the !ust of the purchaser, thus makzing &
profit from their owo snd their children’s
shame.

“It 18 almost & universal practice for
men and women to live together as has
band and wife and rear a family of chil-
dren without having been married. Oae
thirg which has greatly condaced to this
condition of life !a times gone by was
the high price of the marrisge fee. The
pessantry could not afford to be married
sccording to therites of the church and,
a8 no other ceremony was legal
they were, in 8 measure, driven into thls
oplawful and sioful intercourse. This
irzegnlar mode of life is also encouraged
by the matrimonisl system practiced,
which results in illy-advised matches,
which, in a Isrge number of !nstances,
drives the parties to & separation, when
gne or both assume sn lllicit connection

[t Is the custom for married men to
support & wile and mistress at the same
tim#, and but too Ifrequently the wife
also has her male friend. A gentleman of
many years’ residence Io the country,snd
who hasa thorovgh acquaintance with
the people, assured me that such prac-
tices are indulged In by three-fourths of
the marriage population, The marriage
vow is held sacred by a very faw, and the
ceremony I8 more a matter of convenience
than anything else. The custom
of keeping mistresses appears to be part
of Lthe soclal system, and the feellngs of
society are in no manner outraged by It
hécause the public opizion of the coun-
try sanctions it; and what seems to argue
an exceedingly liberal code of morals is
the fact that the standing of neither party
is 1t jored in the community in which they
live, pnt they seemed to maintain the
same degree of respectabllity as though

pricty and deceénmcy. Thals mode of [ife
is practiced openly snd without shame,
The psarties keep up & regular domestic
egiablishmen?, receifve thelr friends,
and appesr tozether in public as though
thelr union was ssnctioned by the holy
ritea of marrisge and blessed by the
laws of God and man.

“There are two or three canses for the
almost universal locseness of morals
amopg the native population, the princl-
psl of which is the entire absence of that

recelve in the ststes, [n times gons by
the church conduced much to this state
of thinge; a majority of the priests
themselves lived in open prostitation,
and the most absndoned characters re-
talned their etanding In the charch I
they were regulsr at the conlessions: and
pald the customary du=s without fail,
The organization of society is guch that
a lsrge pumber are driven into this
mode of 1ife by shesr peverty. There
are po employments to which indigent
females cap resor: to make a respectable
living a8 in the states. All domestic
lebor ia performed by Indian slaves, and
women can find Bo occupation In house-
work for thelr own maintenance. Thus,
when their parents dle, aod they are
thrown upon their own resouzces for sup-
port, they have but the alternative of
starviog or adopting this degraded mode
of lite, whieh, not being considered in the
least disreputable, nelcher driving them
from soclety norinjaring their prospect
ol & subsequent marrisge, I8 most gener-
ally emoraced.

‘In othez respects soolety I8 Dot as re-
fined as would be desirable. I have al-
resdy mentioned that gambling i8 aimast
universal and is considered a gentlemanly
and respeciable calling. The practice of
carrying dead y weapoms is nearly ss
common, and most of the inhabitants go
armed at all times: they wear knives or
plstols girded aromwmd them during the
day, and sleep with them umnder the head
at night. The merchant behind the coun-
ter waits upon his customer with a six-
shooter or s big Xxnife at his side; and
when the lawgyer goes into court to
try & cause he, too, is armed to the teeth
These ‘peace-makers’ also sccompany the
owner to the psll-room and the evening
party; snd even when they enter the
house of God on the Sabbath ihey go
better prepared to resist assassins thao
to worship their Maker. Toere is some
necessity to wear arms, but not to the
exient pragticed, and the consequence 18
that many unfortuaate affrays take place.”

M¢. Jozeph replied to these sirictures
as tollows:

Tne majority report, recommending the
sdmission of this territory asa stste, is
signed by all the Democratic members of
the committee, while all the members of
the committee who have signed 1his
minority report, so abusive of the people
of New Mexico, are members of the sem=
Republican party which voted im 1374,
fourteen years sgo, by s two-thirds ma-
jority in favorof an enabling act, like
this to which they now 8o strenuously ob-
ject, to admit New Mexico int atbe Union
as & state.

An Impatation is cast sgsinst thelr re-
ligion and mine, sgalost thelr forms, hab—
its and coestoms, the chastity of their
wives and daugaters s questioned, and
they are charscter z:d as an ignorsat, de-
rraved people, and this in the present
House of Representatives of the greatest
oatlon, the most progressive, the most
liberal, the wisest on the face of the
earth. For shame, thal mea assuming to
be advised of the history of thelr conntry
should resort to such a subterfoge to do
injastice to 8 worthy peaple now asking
admission a8 & state, in order to defeat
toem in their just demands.

Probably 60 per cent. of the population
of New Mexico are members of the Cath-
olic Caurch, and I do not blush, sir,when
[ eay with pride that I am s member of
the same chorch and a believer in the

Our priests sre men of
education and good moral purity;
tary teach our poople education

aod pregress, 1 d-fy an opponent of New
Mexico on the floor of this House, or
:where, to point to a chorch or organ-
ion that has done more in the estab-
lisbment of 8ohools aad in the interest of
#ducation within their means than the
Catholic clergy of New Mexico. Sectarian
liges are not as clusely drawn tiee as

iIn many eastern  siates. Catholic
and ‘rotes ant  attend the pame
charch, jsin  hand in hand in the

same enterprises lookivg ¢ the ¢ducation

and advaccement of the people, con-
tribute liberally to the erection and
maictenance of the sama school. All

Protestant organizations are received
with open arms, and given every ald snd
facility for the carrying out of their
laudable objects. They too have done
woonders in New Mexico, and Iam happy
to say are dsiiy progressing and increas-
ing in numbers.

The women of New Mexico are not
wanting in virtue; they are not idle or
lazy. If the members of this House had
seen them, sir, as [ have—plowiog In the
flelds with their own haods, gathering the
graln, caring vigllantly for their little
ones at night, watching over and protect-
ing them day after day and month after

month while their husbands  and
fathers were absent Dbattling with
savage Indians  to save their

defenseless homes, which the faith of a
great nation was pledged to protect and
then failed them in the hour of peril—
you would not have the heart to accuse

up a fervent prayer for their absent
husbands and fathers, for their protectione.
